page an article entitled, "What -5 Needed to Brine 
this Country Back ;o Safet>." Being from the pen 
ot Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the Manufac- 
turers Record, Baltimore, who is also one of the 
most prominent Baptist laymen o£ the south, it may 
be said to have presented the Protestant view upon 
the necessity of a revival of the Christian religion 
as the all 'important factor m brining this country 
and the world "back to safety."
